A PUB goer who 
sank his teeth into 
another man’s face 
during a violent 
early morning attack 
has been jailed for 
almost two years. 

Lee Boyle, 26 , had to 
be poked in the eye to 
make him release his 
teeth from his victim’s 
face, Ipswich Crown 
Court heard on Mon¬ 
day 

The attack in High Street, 
Haverhill, shortly after lam 
on September 6, 2006, foll¬ 
owed an incident at The Bell 
public house late the pre¬ 
vious evening, said Christ¬ 
opher Morgan, prosecuting. 

Boyle, of Argyll Court, 
Haverhill, had been ejected 
from the pub by door staff 
after barging between a 
partially deaf man and a 
friend and then uttering a 
stream of aggressive abuse 
at close range when they 
looked at him. 

Mr Morgan said the vict¬ 
im, the partially deaf man, 
left The Bell with the intent¬ 
ion of continuing his night 
out in Newmarket and was 
walking along the High 
Street when he became 
aware of a group of people 
behind him. 

He turned to see a number 
of the group were shouting 
at him. Boyle had pulled up 
his white hooded top and ran 
at him, landing a blow on the 
victim’s face. Both men end¬ 
ed up on the ground where 


Boyle sank his teeth into the 
right hand side of his vict¬ 
im’s face. 

Meanwhile a second man, 
who Boyle later told police 
he did not know, joined in 
the violent attack by kicking 
and punching the victim 
while on the ground. That 
led to injuries, for which 
Boyle was not responsible, 
that further damaged the 
man’s hearing. 

Mr Morgan said the vict¬ 
im, who was in great dist¬ 
ress, finally poked Boyle in 
the eye to make him release 
his bite. Moments later, pol¬ 
ice arrived at the scene and 
while there one of the 
officers recognised Boyle, 
who was subsequently arr¬ 
ested nearly four weeks later. 

During police interviews 
Boyle refused to answer any 
questions but was picked out 
by his victim during an 
identification parade. 

Boyle was charged with 
assault causing actual bodily 
harm and was bailed by 
police but then disappeared 
until early this year when he 
was re-arrested. 

He had been due to stand 
trial at Ipswich Crown Court 
after denying the offence but 
later changed his plea to 
guilty. 

Helen Chapman, appear¬ 
ing for Boyle, said despite his 
poor previous record of 
court appearances for viol¬ 
ent offences, he had now 
made real progress after 
stopping drinking and get¬ 
ting a job as a steel erector. 
Boyle did not know the 
second man in the attack.

Delays to 
work on 
A1307 
upgrade 

COUNCIL officials have ad¬ 
mitted work to improve a road 
junction where two teenagers 
have died could be held up. 

But they have pledged to do 
all they can to keep the delay to 
a minimum. 

A £200,000 improvement 
scheme on the A1307 at Card¬ 
inals Green was originally 
hoped to have been completed 
by the end of this summer’s 
school holiday 

But a BT fibre optic cable 
running under the middle of 
the road needs to be dug up, 
and it is possible the junction 
scheme may not now be 
finished until the school 
holiday in October. 

Demands for safety improve¬ 
ments at the junction have 
grown since the deaths of 15- 
year-old Imogen Barker in 
February last year, and 16-year- 
old Alice Westland this March. 

Both girls died after getting 
off at the bus stop opposite the 
junction and were involved in 
accidents with vehicles as they 
tried to cross the road. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council says it has made work 
on the junction a priority 

Amanda Mays, team leader 
for road safety engineering at 
the council, said: “We don’t 
have guaranteed dates at the 
moment, but we think there 
may be a short delay 

“We need to talk to BT about 
the cable, and there are also 
some nearby ponds that have to 
be checked for the presence of 
newts, as the law demands.” 

The council is planning to 
release draft design plans for 
the junction work in mid-June, 
she said. 

“We are trying to get the 
work done with as little delay 
as necessary,” she said. 

Her words were echoed by 
Stuart Miller, chairman of 
Horseheath Parish Council. He 
said: “We too want to see it 
done as quickly as possible.”

Motorist banned over 


Axe falls on 
28 jobs at 
local factory 

NEARLY 30 workers are set to lose their 
jobs at a Haverhill company 

Titon, which makes ventilation sys¬ 
tems and window and door hardware, 
has revealed it is planning 28 redund¬ 
ancies at its site in Falconer Road. A 
further five jobs will also go at the 
Colchester site of the company, which 
employs 200 people in total. 

In a statement, the firm blamed rising 
costs and the worldwide “credit crunch” 
for the job cuts. The statement said: 
“Titon operates in an increasingly 
competitive market sector. Initially, 
problems occurred as a result of 
escalating raw material costs, which had 
made the manufacture of our products 
more expensive. 

“Although some of this cost increase 
has been successfully passed through the 
supply chain, our margins have been 
further eroded by the worsening pound- 
euro exchange rate. 

“Yet greater pressure caused by the 
growing worldwide credit crisis has now 
forced the company directors to consider 
staff levels at both Colchester and 
Haverhill sites. While efforts have been 
made to find cost savings without 
recourse to redundancies, we can no 
longer delay the inevitable. 

“The directors consider that this action 
will carry Titon through this particularly 
difficult period. 

“Meanwhile, we will do everything 
possible to minimise the impact to both 
our staff and our customers.”

“It was not a case where he was 
holding down the victim,” she said. 

Miss Chapman said that Boyle 
accepted that he had injured his victim’s 
face and had delivered a single punch, 
but had not been involved in kicking or 
further punching. 

Boyle had lost his job as a result of 
being arrested and kept in custody for 
breaching bail. 

Sentencing him, Judge John Devaux 
said: “Looking at your own actions in 
isolation, here you are putting your hood 
up, charging at this man and attacking 
him. It is the sort of thing you seem to 
revel in.” 

Boyle was jailed for 21 months for the 
assault and a further two months for 
breaching his bail, with the sentence 
reduced by the 21 days that he had 
already spent in custody 


zebra-crossing injury 


A SCAFFOLDER who hit a woman 
on a pedestrian crossing while 
trying to clear ice from his wind¬ 
screen has avoided a jail term. 

Instead, Gary Kirkby, 47, has been handed 
a suspended prison term with a warning that 
if he fails to comply with an order to 
complete 200 hours of unpaid community 
work he could end up in custody. 

Kirkby, of Manor Farm Close, Haverhill, 
had denied a charge of dangerous driving, 
but was found guilty by a jury at Ipswich 
Crown Court. 

Passing sentence, Mr Recorder Martyn 
Levett said he had taken Kirkby’s bad 
driving record into account, including 
offences of careless driving, failing to stop

for a police officer and speeding. 

But Mr Levett said he was satisfied that 
while the incident had led to a pedestrian 
being seriously injured, there had been no 
intent to cause harm by Kirkby. 

He was sentenced to 51 weeks in prison 
suspended for two years and banned from 
driving for three years. 

He will also have to take a new driving test 
before he is allowed back behind the wheel. 

During the trial, the jury heard that 
student Kate Trowse had been on her way to 
college in Cambridge when she stepped on to 
a zebra crossing in Withersfield Road, 
Haverhill. 


Leaving the town at the same tiem was 
Kirkby, at the wheel of a Mitsubishi four- 
wheel drive pickup. At the crossing, Kirkby 
failed to stop, hitting Miss Trowse. 

The nearside wheels of the vehicle passed 
over her as she lay in the road. 

It resulted in Miss Trowse suffering a 
broken and crushed pelvis, and she spent 
time in hospital undergoing treatment and 
recovering from her injuries. 

Witnesses reported that Kirkby, a partner 
in AK Scaffolding, had his arm out of the 
driver’s door window trying to clear ice and 
frost from the windscreen. 

Mitigating, Micaila Williams said Kirkby 
was truly sorry for the harm he had caused 
and there had been no intent on his part. 

Kirkby must pay £1,895 costs.

MINOR surgery, child weight 
loss programmes and emer¬ 
gency contraception are some of 
the services a new 24-hour 
Haverhill health clinic should 
offer.

Members of the group are helping to 
shape the future of the £800,000, GP-led 
health centre that will open from 8am- 
8pm, seven days a week, with walk-in 
services, including a minor injuries 
clinic. 

The centre would bring additional GP 
services, other NHS services, public or 
voluntary sector organisations and 
private health care providers under one 
roof. 

Current ideas for the centre include 
an extended-hours GP service, minor 
surgery, advice for people who want to 
stop drinking or smoking and help for 
children to lose weight. 

Health visitors, district nurses and 
services to reduce the number of sex¬ 
ually transmitted diseases, and offer 
emergency contraception, could also be 
based in the centre. 

The advisory group, the Haverhill 
Locality Group, is made up of elected 
representatives from Suffolk, St Ed- 
mundsbury and Haverhill councils, the 
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Haverhill Associations of Voluntary 
Organisations, Suffolk Primary Care 
Trust, GPs from the three existing 
practices in the town as well as carers 
and patients. 

Providers are now being invited to 
put in expressions of interest to run the 
services, which are set to start in April. 
They are likely to be housed in existing 
or temporary health care facilities but 
there are plans to find a permanent 
home for the services, which could 
involve a purpose-built centre or a 
refurbished facility in Haverhill. 

Chairman of the group, Tim Holland- 
Smith, said: “Our chief aim is to ensure 
that local people and GPs can put 
forward their views of what they 
believe are the most important services 
for Haverhill and its surrounding area, 
to get the maximum benefit from this 
new facility 

“Our final representations on what 
services should be provided, and indeed 
the location of the new centre, will be 
decided at a future meeting.”

felt that it was a really positive 
experience and gave them the 
opportunity to speak to members of 
the new communities in a completely 
friendly and informal way. 

“All the feedback I received from the 
Polish and Portuguese communities 
was also positive, with everyone saying 
that they found the event useful to 
them and that we should repeat it in 
the future, which is always nice to hear. 
“The food, which was provided by the 
families involved in the event, was 
amazing and gave us all the chance to 
try something that was really different. 
So all in all,a great success.” 

Ms Chance said the majority of those 
coming to live and work in Haverhill do 
so to work within the food-producing 
industries, with Dalehead Foods in 
Linton, and Grampian and Percy 
Daltons some of the major employers 


Some of the workers will be more than 
qualified for other work, but may have 
language difficulties, or do not have 
their qualifications recognised by 
English companies. 

Certificates and covering letters have 
been given to some to help with their 
job prospects. Others will have worked 
in similar industries or agriculture in 
their home countries, which would be 
low paid. 

The Haverhill Organisation of Voluntary 
Organisations (HAVO) also had noticed 
a marked increase in approaches from 
Polish and Portuguese residents and 
recently launched free English classes 
for both languages. These have been 
so successful that a second 10-week 
course is being considered for the 
classes, which are organised by HAVO 
with funding help from Unite The Union 
and the Workers’ Education 


Association. Workers from Dalehead 
Foods were the first to attend classes 
in Haverhill, with 16 signing up on the 
first night. 

Michael Simpkin, of HAVO, said: “We 
have noticed a substantial increase in 
the number of Polish and Portuguese 
people in the town and the numbers 
are growing all the time. 

“The language does seem to be the 
main barrier for them. My son is 
moving to Poland in October and 
although his wife is Polish, I think he 
will still feel isolated at first because he 
does not speak the language. 

“A lot of people have said that they did 
find the event at the arts centre helpful 
in making them feel more integrated.”

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Royal praise for 
car blaze hero’s 
‘amazing’ rescue 


A RELUCTANT hero who says 
he did nothing out of the 
ordinary by pulling a driver free 
from a blazing car is to receive a 
top lifesaving award. 

Adrian Cooper, 35, of Clarendale 
estate, Great Bradley, and Philip Allen, 
of Kidderminster, put their lives on the 
line as they raced towards a burning car 
to rescue a trapped driver following an 
accident on the M4 in January For their 
efforts they will receive a Royal Humane 
Society testimonial on vellum, signed by 
the society’s president, Princess 
Alexandra. 

Mr Cooper and Mr Allen won the 
personal praise of the society’s 
secretary, Dick Wilkinson, for the rescue 
between junctions 17 and 16 in Wiltshire. 

Mr Wilkinson said: “Approaching a 
burning car is always dangerous, it 
could explode at any time. But these two 
men had little thought for their own 
safety as they reached inside to pull this 
man free. 

“Showing further courage, they then 
risked still more danger from fast- 
moving traffic to get this man to the 
safety of the hard shoulder. 

“It was an horrific crash and they 
showed amazing courage in the way 
they tackled the situation. They both 
thoroughly deserve their awards.” 

Mr Cooper and Mr Allen were 
travelling on the motorway in separate 
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cars when they saw a vehicle crash, 
overturn and come to rest on its roof in 
the middle lane, then it rapidly caught 
fire. 

They both pulled over to the hard 
shoulder and went to the aid of the 
driver, who was still in the burning 
vehicle, and pulled the injured man to 
safety 

Mr Cooper, a father of two who covers 
close to 30,000 miles a year in his job as a 
retail project manager refitting shops 
around the country, said he was pleased 
to be receiving the award, but did not 
believe he was a hero. 

He said: “It happened right in front of 
me and my first reaction was just to stop 
and help. 

“There were a lot of other people 
there and although the car was on fire, it 
was not a blazing inferno. 

“I am not a hero, I only did what 
anyone would have done. You are not 
going to leave someone in a burning car 
that could explode, it is an instinctive 
reaction to get them out. 

“It is nice to be recognised, but it was 
no big deal really” 

No date has yet been scheduled for 
presentation of the award, which has 
been made on the recommendation of 
Wiltshire Police. 


Patients back GP petition 


A NATIONWIDE camp¬ 
aign urging patients to 
support their local surg¬ 
eries has received “good 
support” in Suffolk. 

The Suffolk Local 
Medical Committee 
(LMC), which represents 
local GPs, has been 
encouraging all pract¬ 
ices to support the 
British Medical Assoc¬ 
iation (BMA) campaign 
by signing a petition at 
local surgeries. 


The petition calls on 
the Government to supp¬ 
ort existing NHS GP 
surgeries and improve 
services to patients by 
investing in existing sur¬ 
geries, instead of en¬ 
couraging commercial 
companies to open large 
polyclinics, which the 
BMA claims could de¬ 
stabilise existing GP 
services. 

The first such clinic in 
Suffolk is due to open in 


Haverhill next April. 

Bill Robinson, chief 
executive of the LMC, 
said: “We are asking 
practices to have one 
final push in encour¬ 
aging patients to sign 
the petition during this 
week and then to send 
their petitions to the 
BMA so that they can all 
be assembled to be 
presented to the Prime 
Minister on June 12.”

Can we really afford to say no 
to new health care services? 


Sir, I refer to the front page article 
from last week’s Weekly News 
(GPs keep up fight for walk-in 
clinic rethink) in which Mrs 
Sissons claimed the doctors of 
Haverhill do not want this new 
GP-led medical clinic.

As I have explained in a previous 
letter, 1 agree with Mrs Sissons 
that it is sad our doctors are 
having their funding cut. That is 
always sad and very unfortunate. 
However, that has nothing to do 
with this new medical centre as 
that is coming from a Government 
grant and not the PCT as such. 

If our Government wanted to 
enhance existing doctors’ 
surgeries they would first have to 


negotiate new terms of 
employment as these new 
centres will be open from 8am 
until 8pm every day of the week. 
The Government is also expecting 
GPs who wish to lead these new 
centres to do this in partnership 
with other providers who are 
more than likely to come from the 
private sector and, therefore, will 
be able to provide financial 
sustainability. 

As for taking away existing 
patients from the existing 
surgeries, Mrs Sissons got this 
wrong. Anybody may go into the 
new centre and see a doctor 
without having to be registered. 
Yes, it is okay if you wish to be 
registered but that is not a 
condition of using the service as it 
is with existing surgeries. 

My suggestion is that this new 
centre is built on the other side of 


the valley to the existing GP 
surgeries then there is less 
likelihood of existing patients 
changing their doctors. 

I made the point in my last letter 
that the good people of Haverhill 
have been asking for better 
medical care provision for years 
and years. Here we at last have 
the opportunity to realise that 
wish and people are now saying 
no. I personally would be 
prepared to sign another petition 
asking the Suffolk PCT to 
reconsider the reduction in 
funding of our doctors’ surgeries 
in Haverhill but I do not want to 
see anybody take away 
something we have been begging 
for for such a long time.

Sir, I have read your front page 
news about how the GPs at 
Christmas Malting surgery and 
Ann Sissons, practice manager, 
are doing their best to push 
patients into signing a petition 
to try and stop Haverhill getting 
a much needed walk-in clinic. 

I find it is disgusting, as it is 
wicked and is misleading their 
patients into believing that it is a 
question of less money for GPs 
to fund this clinic and that is not 
true. It seems to me that Mrs 
Sissons is only thinking of 
expanding their existing 
practice. 

Haverhill residents have a right 
to choose if they want health 
care outside normal surgery 
hours, and it’s about time that 
diagnostic and secondary care 
specialised trained consultants 
run clinics on a weekly basis. 

As you will be aware, from April 
Suffolk PCT is changing the 
current Personal Medical 
Services (PMS) contracts,which 
are used by 46 GP surgeries, 


two thirds of the total in Suffolk, 
which serve 450,000 patients. 

The changes are being 
introduced to make funding 
more equitable between GP 
practices in Suffolk. This will 
result in a reduction of funding 
to Haverhill GP practices. 

I know that there is great 
support for the clinic to go 
ahead, including from MP 
Richard Spring, who has fought 
a campaign for GP practices 
and who looks at and welcomes 
a partial solution via the Lord 
Darzi review of the NHS. 

The new health centre offering 
additional GP appointments, 
walk-in health services which 
will open seven days a week 
from 8am to 8pm and provide 
extra diagnostic and minor 
surgery will be of great benefit 
to Haverhill.

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Patient’s protest 
over parking fees 


A PATIENT at Adden- 
brooke’s has called on 
the hospital to cut its 
controversial parking 
charges after she paid 
out £88.50 while 
receiving treatment for 
cancer. 

Hilary Tunnicliffe, 48, a 
teacher, of Saxon Road, 
Cambridge, believes the 
charges are hard to bear 
for many long-term 
patients undergoing 
regular chemotherapy 
and dialysis. 

The hospital discounts 
charges for long-term 
patients, but raised the 
fee from £2.50 a week to 
£3 in April. The hospital 
made nearly £250,000 
from the charges for 
patients, visitors and 
staff in April alone. 

Miss Tunnicliffe, who 
underwent a year’s 
treatment for breast 
cancer, also saw her 
visitors pay an estimated 
£70 in parking charges. 
She said: “I would like 
them to strongly 
consider people who are 
going through lengthy 
treatment being given 
free parking. 

“Knowing how fragile 
you can feel with 
radiotherapy and 
chemotherapy, I just feel 
it would be one less 
thing to worry about.” 
She added that making 
money on the back of 


some people who are 
seriously ill was against 
the ethos of the NHS. 
Miss Tunnicliffe is now 
clear of cancer and full of 
praise for the treatment 
she received but feels 
the parking issue needs 
to be addressed. 

She said: “I said to 
someone at the Wallace 
Cancer Centre at Adden- 
brooke’s that £88 in 
parking fees was OK for 
a year’s treatment. She 
just looked at me and 
said: ‘That could be the 
last straw for some 
people’s finances’. 

“There are hidden costs 
with having cancer. 

Some patients will need 
special underwear that 
might cost £150. Your 
heating is on all day. 
“When you should be 
focusing on getting 
better, you don’t want to 
be worrying about 
whether you have 
enough change for the 
meter.” 

An Addenbrooke’s 
spokeswoman said: “We 
provide a weekly 
concession ticket for 
oncology, dialysis and 
rehabilitation outpatients 
which costs £3. 
“Concessionary tickets 
are available and those 
receiving benefits or on a 
low income can retrieve 
their travel costs on¬ 
site.” 


Congestion charge for 
hospital is ‘tax on sick’

PATIENTS at Addenbrooke’s Hosp¬ 
ital have condemned plans to inc¬ 
lude the hospital in the Cambridge 
congestion charging zone as 
“council greed”. 

Internal documents from the Adden¬ 
brooke’s Trust, obtained by our sister paper, 
the Cambridge Evening News under the 
Freedom of Information Act, show the 
depth of feeling among patients and 
hospital bosses. 

As many as 1,500 a day could be hit by a 
charge of between £3 and £5, along with 
visitors and staff, if the final zone follows 
Cambridgeshire County Council proposals 
and includes Addenbrooke’s. 

Papers from a meeting at the trust show 
patients objecting to the cost for regular 
patients, such as those receiving chemo¬ 
therapy and dialysis, and to the prospect of 
those rushing to see relatives at A&E being 
charged. 

One patient said: “We view the deliberate 
extension outwards to include a peripheral 
area like Addenbrooke’s to be a classic 
example of council greed.” 

In a letter to the council, Gareth Goodier, 
the trust’s chief executive, said: “If the 
Addenbrooke’s campus was within the 
charging zone the county council would be 
targeting individuals already compromised 
due to illness, worry, or need for surgery 

“The extra expense has been described as 
a ‘tax on the sick and vulnerable’.”

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The trust estimates 1,500 patients attend 
the hospital each day between 7.30am and 
9.30am each morning, the proposed hours 
of operation for the charge. 

The papers released to the News show 
Paul Cook, the council’s head of transport 
policy and strategy, attended a meeting with 
42 foundation trust members and patients 
in January 

The papers state Mr Cook said, in 
response to questions on the impact on 
dialysis patients and the elderly, that the 
council is “considering exemptions”. 

The trust described the consensus of 
opinion as being that “patients should not 
be charged to use their hospital”. 

Written submissions came from patients 
who could not attend the meeting. One said: 
“Please express my unqualified opposition 
to a congestion charge including the 


hospital area, which amounts to a tax on 
the sick and the vulnerable, to the 
appropriate authorities who must have 
taken leave of their senses to even think of 
such an idea.” 

Another said the proposals were “totally 
ridiculous” as Addenbrooke’s is a centre for 
treatment for the whole of East Anglia, as 
well as Cambridge. 

A council spokeswoman described the 
views of Addenbrooke’s staff and patients 
as being “very important to us”. 

She added: “The council has not made 
any commitment to introducing congestion 
charging. All of the information and 
feedback we have gathered is being studied 
by councillors so an informed decision can 
be taken about the best way of tackling the 
growing problem of congestion in 
Cambridgeshire.”

Rare insight 
into monastic 
life in Tibet 

RINGING bells, clashing cymbals and 
booming longhorns will be heard when a 
group of Tibetan monks appear at Haverhill 
Arts Centre on Wednesday, June 18. 
Wearing colourful traditional costumes and 
ceremonial masks, the Tibetan Tashi 
Lhunpo monks will provide a feast of 
colour and sound as they demonstrate 
ancient traditions and rituals in a dramatic 
and informative performance, The Power 
of Compassion. 

The monks will perform a selection of 
dances, chants, processions and prayers, 
with intriguing names such as the Deer and 
Buffalo Dance, The Art of Debate and The 
Black Hat Dance, which will give 
audiences a rare insight into the often 
hidden life of the monastery, founded by 
the first Dalai Lama in 1447. 

Speaking to The Independent newspaper, 
one of the monks, Kelkhang Rinpoche, 
who joined the monastery at the age of six 
- having been recognised as a 
reincarnation of a revered Tibetan Buddhist 
teacher, said: “What we do on stage is 
very similar to what we do in the 
monastery. 

“The prayers we see performed are the real 
thing, not a theatrical recreation. The 
difference is the scale of time.

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


Q Send off change of address cards. 

□ Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

□ Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move. 



WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night! 


ON MOVING DAY: 


Q Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes.

Boxer diesel is Subaru first 


SUBARU has always been a 
marginal performer in the 
UK car sales charts, and one 
reason for staying that way 
in recent times has been the 
complete lack of a diesel 
option. 

So, better late than never for the 
world’s first boxer diesel-engined 
passenger car is finally a reality, 
initially available in the Legacy 
Sports Tourer and Outback, the 
latter of which is on test here. The 
yet-to-be-introduced Forester gets it 
in September, while the Impreza TD 
follows three months later. 

The 2-litre horizontally opposed 
common-rail unit develops 147bhp 
and 2581b ft of torque, and in the 
Outback produces only 153g/km of 
C02 emissions (151g/km for the 
Legacy Sports Tourer). As far as 
fuel efficiency is concerned, this is 
the class leader in the four-wheel- 
drive passenger car class, beating 2- 
litre rivals including the new Ford 
Mondeo and Volkswagen Passat. 

The engine features liquid 
mounts and the cars get extra 
sound-proofing, while the slick five- 
speed manual gearbox (which has a 
shorter throw) has higher ratios to

suit the stronger torque and lower 
engine speed characteristics of the 
engine. 

The interior is pleasant thanks to 
quality plastic and soft-touch trim, 
and comfortable too thanks to an 
excellent driving position. The 
Outback is a grippy and secure 
handler with the all-wheel-drive 
system standard on all Subarus. On 
a long journey in extremely wet and 
windy weather it performed 
flawlessly, with a cosseting, finely 
damped ride and a quiet, 
dependable “can-do” attitude. 

Power steering is electric to 
improve fuel economy and tuned for 
stronger feel and responses, while 
the front spring rates have been 
reworked to suit the engine and 
steering system. The front brakes 
have also been uprated and work

very well indeed. 

Although it can be noisy when 
cold, the engine is pleasantly 
refined on the motorway. In purely 
accelerative terms it doesn’t push 
any boundaries, but performance is 
more than adequate and, with the 
maximum torque figure available 
from a mere l,800rpm the unit is 
supremely flexible. It’s also un¬ 
usually free-breathing for a diesel 
and perfectly happy to keep pulling

RENAULT chose to unveil 
its stylish new Laguna

LARGE cars produced by non¬ 
premium manufacturers have 
experienced the lowest residual 
values of any sector in the last 
decade. 

That’s the verdict from the used car 
experts at EurotaxGlass’s, who say that 
sales of such vehicles have declined by 
82 per cent in the last seven years, and 
only accounted for 0.4 per cent of total 
registrations in 2007. 

Slow activity has also been reflected 
in consistently low trading prices on 
the second-hand market. 

Adrian Rushmore, managing editor 
at EurotaxGlass’s, which publishes 
Glass’s Guide, suggests the reason for 
the decline in sales is that consumers 
looking to buy a large saloon are much 
more inclined to purchase an executive 
model from a luxury manufacturer, as 
opposed to a vehicle from a volume 
brand. 

“Car makers which successfully 
produce high volumes of smaller, 
mainstream models have struggled 
over recent years to market their 
larger offerings with the same 
exclusivity as Mercedes-Benz, BMW 
and Jaguar, for example,” he says. 

“In 2000, the Vauxhall Omega was 
the one remaining volume seller, but 
the 10,800 units sold that year 
accounted for more than four times the 
number registered by all 
manufacturers in 2007. 

“Furthermore, production of last 
year’s best-seller, the Vauxhall Signum, 
is also due to end soon and the model 
will not be replaced.” 



With that in mind, Tumbridge picks 
three large used cars made by volume 
manufacturers and so are excellent 
value. 

■ Saab 9-3 (1998-2002): “The Saabs 
bring good performance, are 
comfortable, and sell at low prices. 
There’re lots to choose from, including 
the pretty convertible. Hatch-backs are 
the big-value buys,” Tumbridge says. 

Most economical model is the 2.2 
TiD, returning 45.6mpg, and best used 
buy is the 2.0t, returning 32.8mpg. 

Avoid the 2.0t petrol. Its road tax is 
£210 at present, then £300 in 2009, and 
£310 in 2010. 

■ Kia Maqentis (2001-present): “The 
Magentis has executive style, but a 
marginal image, which means low 
prices,” Tumbridge says. 

“There’re few in circulation, but 
what you get is comfort, space, and lots 
of equipment.” 

Most economical model, the 2.0CRDi, 
returns 47.1mpg overall, but is a newer 
addition and may be hard to get hold 
of. 

Best used buy is any top- 
specification model, which has the 
works. 

The one to sell now is the 2.0 petrol, 
with its road tax £210 at present, £300 
in 2009, and £310 in 2010. 

This is a bargain family car, with a 
two-year-old, 14,500-mile model costing 
between £7,250 and £8,575. 

■ Nissan Primera (1996-2002): 
“Reliable and good to drive, these are 
great value,” says Tumbridge. 

“They’re dull to look at but it does 
everything a family buyer would want. 
Lack of image means low, low, prices.” 

Most economical model, the 2.0TD, 
returns 43.4mpg, and best used buy is 
the 1.8SE. 

It’s good family transport, with 
between £6,700 and £7,700 being asked 
for a 2005 car with just 32,000 miles.

Bircher’s Olympic 
dreams in tatters 


ALAN Bircher has 
suffered the heartbreak 
of missing out on 
qualification for the 
Beijing Olympics. 

The Haverhill swimmer 
finished a lowly 21st in 
the 10km event at the 
World Open Water 
Swimming 
Championships in 
Seville last month. 

But despite there being a 
further Olympic 
qualifying competition in 
Beijing this weekend for 
those who finished 
outside the top 10, 
Bircher will not be there 
to try his luck, ironically 
due to the success of 
his training partner 
David Davies. 

Davies took silver in the 


worlds behind Russia’s 
Vladimir Dyatchin and 
automatically booked 
his place on the plane 
to China. 

However, to earn a 
second place for Great 
Britain in the Olympic 
competition, Bircher, 26, 
also needed to finish in 
the top 10 as well. 

Had neither swimmer 
featured in the higher 
echelons, Bircher, who 
won silver at the worlds 
in 2004, would have been 
eligible for a second bite 
of the cherry. 

He said: “It isn’t 
possible for me to 
qualify and I’m pretty 
gutted, to be honest. 

“I was in the best 
swimming shape of 


my life, but made 
some errors tactically at 
the worlds. I won’t lie, I 
haven’t been in the water 
since the race.” 

But rather than mope 
about his misfortune, 
Bircher is concentrating 
on coaching girlfriend, 
and fellow swimmer, 
Stefanie Biller in her 
assault on the Marathon 
Swimming World Cup. 
The German, who trains 
alongside Bircher at 
Bath University, has 
won European 
Championships 
medals at 5km and 
25km and now faces 
five races in successive 
weekends ranging in 
distance from 19km 
to 36km.
